“Profit-sharing as commonly un- 
derstood and practiced, has, I be- 
lieve, frequently proved to be un- 
sati ory,” du Pont said, “be- 
cause it has sometimes been used 
as a substitute for higher wages, 


and has at ‘any rate usually intro- 


duced an added element of uncer- 
tainty in the worker's income, 

“It seems to me that in general 
those directly responsible for the 
management of a business, as well 
as the stockholders or owners, 
should properly share the greater 
risks.. Their rewards should be 
higher when the business is pros- 
perous, and less when times are 
hard. Whereas I believe ‘the aim

income as stable as possible at a

So one function of the conference is to work for 
such a remolding of popular sentiment as will make 
its objectives politically possible. ‘But the political 
difficulties in the way of furthering human welfare 
in the South are not one whit more formidable than 
the economic obstacles. 

As Herbert Agar points out in “Pursuit of Happi- 
ness,” his new history of the Democratic party, the 
South is suffering from sectional exploitation from 
without as well as from class exploitation from | 
within. The effect of the nation's protective tariff 
policy, together with the coneentration of the. credit | 
machinery in the North from the close of the Civil 
War until the Wilson administration, and to a lesser 
extent since, made the South a sort of econointe col 
ony of the North and East. Meanwhile, devotion to 
the one-crop system of agriculture has given rise to 
a large class of tenant farmers and sliare-croppers 
who suffer from the severest restriction of mass pur- | 
chasing power to be found anywhere in the’ country. 

To quote Mr. Agar: 

These twin problems are further complicated 
by this fact: it.is hard to check class exploita- 
_tion except by adding to the power of the Fed: - | 
eral Government, and it is almost equally hard 
to check regional exploitation except by adding 
to the power of the local governments. This is. 
one reason for the increasing conflict within 


the Democratic party betw the ‘centralizers 
(mostly from the North and Hast) and the re- 
giona&lists (mostly from the South and West). 


This conflict is vividly illustrated by the division 
over the wage-hour bill im the last Congress. Some 
Southern Congressmen, taking the regional view, op- 
posed the wage-hour bill. They knew it would have 
a tendency to stop the flow of industry to the South 
to fill up the economic ‘vacuum existing there. Some 
other Southern Congressmen were willing to see 
this sacrifice made in order to give industrial work- 
ers the nation over the protection of a minimum 


Such Southern support as the bill received was 
based on*the understanding that the section. would 
be indemnified for sacrificing part of its wage 
differential by the removal of the freight-tate dis- 
criminations which hamper its industries. Yet noth- 
ing has been done to give effect to this understand- 
ing; and the prospect is by no means bright that 
anything will be déne. The ratiroads are against it, 
and so are most of the Congressmen from the pop- 
ulous North and East, who are too shortsighted to 
see that if the South were brought up to economic 
par, the country as a whole would benefit. 

If the South is ever to win fair freight rates, now 
is the time for it to fight. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission will be headed for the coming year by 
Marion M. Caskie, a Virginian by birth and an Ala-: 
baman by adoption. He is probably as well ac-| 
quainted as any man with the harm wrought against 
the South by the freight rate differentials, and is 
said to be anxious to correct the condition.

In breaking down illiberalism of his predecessors, President has created reaction of his 
own, says magazine of business; admits administration has enacted many wise re- 
forms, but charges it meanwhile.has established a “bureaucratic guperstate before ° 
which individualism is helpless”; need is for more liberty and less institutionalism.

HE New Deal at certain extremes is now 

aligned with the forces of world re- 

action. There is little that can be said 
for the previous practices of the Repub- 
, which had consistently identi- 
fied ‘itself with the use of Federal power 
for private enrichment. But in breaking 
down the illiberalism of his predecessors, 
Mr. Roosevelt has erected an liberalism of 
his own—a whole new set of reactionary 
restrictions and interferences, designed for 
the public benefit,in the reiterated name of 
democracy, but falling like a shadow across 
the American dream. 

Many of the New Deal reforms have been 
wise. Many are irreversible. Many should 
have been instituted long ago. But these 
facts do not alter, and certainly do not ex- 


“tenuate, the deeper fact that the New Deal's 


conception of government has in large meas- 
ure been government for the people from 
the top—that the numberless bureaus and 
committees, commissions and quasi-judicial 
agencies, all of them charged with “fixing” 
something, are gradually piling up into the 
image of a superstate, before which indi- 
vidualism is helpless. 

The Washington assumption (shared by 
many people) that “Washington will fix it” 
must be regarded as wholly dangerous, 
Should the New Deal continue along this 
reactionary line, it will prove itself to be as 
shortsighted as the Republicans were. For 
the principles of individualism will not give 
Way. 

Millions of Europeans have only heard of 


liberty, but Americans have lived it. They | 


have profited by it, and it is inconceivable 
that they will not eventually demand a Gov- 
ernment whose reforms, no matter how 
strenuous, will begin eae its principles. 


+ ° 


As the ‘giatiaiion in aia retrogresses 
toward the more primitive forms of govern- 
ment, the revolutionary tradition of the 
United States will provide the only leader- 
ship in the world. And any politician who 
supposes that the American people, faced 
with this biggest opportunity that liberty 
has ever created for them, will let that oe 
dition die in favor of a beehive society, is 
gambling with something more than his 
political life. 

The American dream was the product of 
the great revolution in the Western world, 
a revolution which had been gradually man- 


. ifesting itself since the Renaissance, but 
which finally matured politically in the 


eighteenth century. The basic motive pow- 
er of that revolution was the individual, 
and the basic forces against which the in- 


dividual revolted were the forces of insti- . 


taken seriously by those who have dreamed 
the American dream. Russia experienced 
a revolution, in the sense that she broke 
through the institutionalism that had held 
her in thrall for centuries; but this was a 
revolution only for Russia and other lands 
in similar thralldom. In relation to the 
American dream, the Russian revolution was 
a counter-revolution. 

Like Fascism, Communism has set up a 
superstate, to which all individuals are en- 
slaved. And in view of this fact, it is time 
for Americans to come to grips with the 
simple reality that the trouble with Com- 
muniam ig not that it is too radical but 
that it is too-reactionary. 

Indeed, against the background of the 
American dream, it ought to be clear that 
all the statesmen of Europe are now en- 
gaged in freezing the evolutionary proc- 
esses to creat a civilization higher than, yet 
comparable to, the group behavior of the 
ants. Every statesman sees it as hia first 
duty to consolidate what he already has, 
This process of consolidation must inevita- 
bly result in an increase of the power of the 
state at the expense of the individual. 


Here we are concerned with the United 
States. Are not these processes of freezing 
also obseryable on this side of the Atlantic? 
The answer is that they are. 

As a clew, consider the word “iberty” 
itself. . This highly. particularized word 
pervades the great public documents of the 
United States and the national songs. But 
it has been supplanted recently by the gen- 
eralized word “democracy,” a word that the 
founders used sparingly and the song writ- 
ers not at all. 

The orthodox American meaning of 
democracy is government of the people, by 
the people, for the people—with particular 
emphasis on the “of” and the “by.” The 
unhappy fact is that democracy has been 
perverted, It has been conceived of without 
the “of” and the “by” and has been taken 
to mean government “for” the people only. 

This is the way most of the Red ‘re- 
actionaries construe the word, and in this 
sense the Russian Government claims to be 
the most democratic in the world. All 
other perversions of democracy are also 
manifestations of reaction in that they ex- 
clude the ideal of individualism. 

For this reason, the current tendency on 
the part of American politicos and 
ists to talk only of democracy, and to neg- 
lect the word liberty, is both stupid and dan- 
gerous, Anyone can hide behind “democ- 
racy,” from Hitler to Huey Long. 

Liberty, on the other hand, is a banner 
only for those who believe in

“As a citizen, every person is 
called upon to pass judgment on 
matters of economic policy. All 
boys. and girls should become 
critical consumers of all the goods 
and services which are offered for 
their acceptance. It is not suffici- 
ent to propose that economic ef- 
ficiency can be learned outside of 
school. The too common experience 
of boys and girls who lack ef- 
ficiency in this area is a life which 
is unsatisfactory because of their 
inability to find the areas in which 
they can live and work with great- 
est satisfaction,” 


Support of Democracy. 

As to citizenship, the speaker 
maintained that “one of the great- 
est challenges to our schools: is 
found in the need for enlisting them 
in the support of American democ- 
racy.” 


“Education,” he continued, “has 
a primary responsibility to develop 
social understanding and critical 
judgment. Nobody can act wisely 
in our society except as he is tol- 
erant. .The democratic state will 
cease to exist when we seek to 
regiment people or to impose upon 
them a single belief or point of 
view. Everywhere in the United 
States today we need to emphasize 
with boys and girls the importance 
of law observance.” 3 

In the matter of developing sat- 
isfactory human rélationships, Dr. 
Strayer deciared that schools 
should be as much concerned with 
helping children to form . friend- 
ships and to develop their abitity 
to co-operate with others as with 
making them conversant with lit- 
erature or mathematics. | 

“Nothing that can be described in 
‘terms of knowledge,” he added, 
“has greater worth than the contri- 
bution which education may make 
in the field of homemaking.” 

It takes an inquiring mind to 
make a truly educated person, the 
speaker went on, turning to the 
fourth phase of this thesis, 


Stability of Individual. 


“A very important factor. in self- 
realization,” he said, “is the emo- 
tional tone or stability of the indi- 
vidual. Unless boys and girls in 
school learn to work happily and 
acquire the feeling of well-being 
that comes from successful achieve- 
ment, school experience may result 
in maladjustment. Failure in 
school work may develop to a point 
where the individual boy or girl 
‘comes to take an anti-social atti- 
tude. Lack of understanding by 
teachers.and lack of adjustment to 
one’s fellows may be a serious han- 
dicap to later successful living. We 
render a disservice if we ask chil- 
dren to undertake tasks which are 
beyond their abilities.” 

In conclusion, he said it was 
known from certain investigation 
that “a school in which children 
live happily, in which they are 
engaged in many meaningful ac- 
tivities, is the school in which they 
learn most. We know, as well, that 
the burden which society bears.in 
caring for those who are socially 
maladjusted or mentally ii can in 
very considerable measure be re- 
lieved, if we learn: how to provide 
a~stimulating and satisfying en- 
vironment, an opportunity for eco- 
nomic well-being, and the ideal and 
practice of accepting social respon- 
sibility in children, in young peo- 
ple, and in adults.”

Keen cold-weather appetites 
pronounced the combination ideal, 
and the “pork: and apple sauce” 
custom became firmly fixed... -. 
‘And the tart of the apples does 
make a pleasing flavor contrast 
with thé. bland richness of the 
pork, whether the apples are baked, 
tried” broiled, glazed, Or served up 
in fancy circles, centered with 
nuts, raisins, or candied cherries. 
But modern’ cooks are no longer 
bound ‘by the pork-apple tradition 
for they have learned that many 


‘tart fruits will give an excellent 


flavor “accent” with pork, pine- 
apple, peaches, cranberries, oranges 
and dried apricots, to mention but 
a. few. 

Refrigeration now, makes good 
fresh pork available throughout the 
year, but it cannot put a winter 
edge on.the appetite. So pork per- 
sistently holds its placé as a cold- 
weather favorite. 

Pork. Plentifal.  . 

Market reports bring a note. of 
good: cheer to those who especially 
enjoy fresh pork. There will be 
more pork on the market this year 
than there has been for several 
years. The statisticians tell us that 
7,000,000 more. pigs were born last 
spring and summer than in the 
same season of 1937. And Inany of 
these little pigs, grown fat on 
plenty of ‘good corn and other feed, 


j}are now on their way to markgt. 


And early winter prices on fresh 
pork are lower than they have been 
for the past five years. So Decem- 
ber, 1938, should usher in its quota 
of pork menus. Roast pork is at 
its best when well-done, rich, and 
juicy to the center and with a ten- 
der, crisp, brown crust. Thorough 
cooking not only develops the best 
in pork flavor, but it is also nec- 
essary to destroy the trichinae, a 
parasite occasionally found in fresh 
pork. 

And for those who like their pork 
roasts—or any roastse—done to a 
turn without’a bit of over-cooking, 
the meat t*ermometer gives the 
surest test. Unknown in the home 
kitchen until a few years ago, 
meat thermometers now are offered 
for sale in hardware and equipment 
stores throughout the country as an 
investment in satisfactory meat 
cookery. The bulb of the ther- 
mometer goes into the center of 
the thickest, fleshiest part of the 


jmeat. To insert, make a small in- 


cision with a skewer or sharp knife 
in the rind or top fat of the ‘roast 
and cut short gashes around it with 
the scissors. 

Pork will be done when the cen- 
ter of the roast reaches 180 to 185 
degrees Fahrenheit. Today some 
meat thermometers come plainly 
marked with the words “pork”, 
“lamb” or “rare beef,” thus elim- 
inating any misunderstanding or 
misreading of blurred figures or 
the thermometer. 

For those who have no thermom- 
eters, the general rule to cook 
pork 25 to 30 minutes to the pound 
in a moderate oven still holds good, 
with slight variations. Long, nar- 
row loin roasts will be well done at 
the center more quickly than thick 
butts, and boned roasts require 
more time than those with the 
bones. left in. Test for “doneness” 
by- thrusting a skewer into a thick, 
fleshy part. If the meat is tender 
and there is no suggestion of pink- 
ness in the juice, no further cook- 
ing is. necessary. | 

Moderate Temperatures. 

But whatever the test for “done- 
ness”—pork—and other roasts— 
should be cooked at moderate tem- 
perature at least most of the time. 
Slow cooking makes for tenderness 
and juiciness in meat, which like 
other protein foods toughens and 
shrinks under high temperature. 

Constant, moderate roasting tem- 
peratures (350 degrees) does the 
trick nicely for a pork roast. Add 
no water and no.cover.. If placed 
fat side up, the pork roast will be 
self-basting. 

If you sear pork -to develop the 
deeper brown and crisper crust that 
some people relish, use a slightly 
lower temperature than for other 
meats. Sear’at 460 to 480 degrees 
Pahrenheit, and then reduce the 
heat quickly to 300 or 325 for the 
remainder of the cooking period. 

As-for the various cuts, shoulder 
or butt will give you more meat for 
your money; but many prefer the 
flavor and fine grain of the loin, 
or the greater meatiness of fresh 
ham. 

Strange as it may seem, fresh 
ham cooks more quickly if the rind 
is left on. To remove the rind ¢as- 
ily after cooking, break through 
the fleshy side at the hock, then 
turn the ham over, and lift off in 
one piece. Fresh ham and shoulder 
slice more attractively, hot ‘or cold, 
if they are boned, and boning makes 
a place for delicious savory stuf- 
fing. Roast loin of pork is more 
easily carved, if the bones are

ISSO WAGE ROUR 
AC URGED BY OFF 


Labor . Commissioner 
Plant.That Paid $5.50 for 
12 Days’ Work. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 1—En- 
actment of a State wage-hour law 
by the next Legislature was urged 
today by Mrs. Mary Edna Cruzen, 
Labor Commissioner, in her annual 
report. 

The recent shift of several in- 
dustries from cities to small com- 
munities has. presented a labor 
problem especially serious regard- 
ing women employes, the report 
says. 

Missouri's nine-hour law for 
women applies only to.communities 
of 3000 and more population, with 
the result that “women employes in 
smaller towns are required to 
work long hours.” 

“We are powerless to take any 
action because of the exemption.” 

Mrs. Cruzen said “serious s0- 
cial problems” followed the estab- 
lishment of factories “in some in- 
stances.” She cited one plant where 
some classes of ‘workers had re- 
ceived $5.50 for 12 days’ work and 
the top wage for skilled labor was 
$16-a week. 

While the Federai wage-hour law 
now applies to most factories in 
the State, there still is need of a 
State law for intrastate business, 
Mrs, Cruzen said. She recommend- 
eda removal of population limit pro- 
‘visions of labor laws.

CHAPTER FIVE. 

HELD -my breath at first, then 
| slowly, tentatively inhaled. Air 

came into my lungs. It smelled 
and tasted exactly like the stale air 
valved from an automobile _ tire. 
Faintly I heard a tunk-tunk sound. 
The compressor motor was pump- 
ing air through the line. My feet 
hit bottom, and I was a little sur- 
prised to find myself standing up. 

I stared through the face plate 
of the helmet into a blue-green 
void. Everything was very quiet.

his helmet. His face plate was 
smashed.

Later Antonio explained that our 
helmets, like the dead diver’s, had 
no safety check valve to prevent 
the air escaping in case the air 
line were cut or broken as had 
just happened to the Jap.

‘Of the three types of man-eating 
shark—tiger shark, white shark, 
and blue-fin shark—the worst is the 
blue fin.. But all three will attack 
anything that comes along. 

Still a shark, even a. blue 
fin, 
whales. These creatures are by all 
odds the most voracious, cruel, 
bloodthirsty things that swim. y 
are the only real enemies of the 
whale, other than man. 

‘They are warm-blooded, air- 
breathing mammals. They grow to 
a length of 20 to 25 feet, with biunt, 
ugly heads, and teeth like ice-cream 
cones, Their mouths are enormous, 
as is their appetite, and they eat 
anything. They will attack and 
e@mash small boats, and eat what- 
ever falls into the water from 
them, They have been known to 
splinter an ice floe | and a half 
feet thick by hitting % with their 
heads and their backs.

Answer; You (declarer) should 
lead dummy’s nine of diamonds. 
You can count two sure tricks in 
spades, one in hearts, and two in 
clubs.. Your best chance to fulfill 
the contract is to make four tricks 
in. diamonds. To do so you must 
find diamond king in South’s hand, 
But South may hold four diamonds, 
If he has, you can pick up king 
only by leading the nine spot, thus 
rétaining lead in dummy for two 
more plays through South. For full 
explanation of this question see To- - 
day’s Hand, below. (Twenty points _ 
demerit for leading any suit but 
diamonds. No demerit for any dia- 


‘mond lead; 20 points‘CREDIT for 


leading diamond nine, specifically.)

The bidding (both sides vulner- 
able):

This hand is based on Question 
42, angwered above. 

North opened the spade six. De- 
clarer can count only five ‘ sure 
tricks outside of the diamond suit, 
hence his problem is to make four 
diamond tricks, if possible. (Extra 
heart or club tricks would probably 
be too “slow”: Before West could 
establish and: reach such tricks the | 
opponents probably would get their 
spade suit established.) ‘The crux 
then is to select the correct dia- 
mond to lead from dummy: Let us 
reach thig by the process of elimi- 
nation. If declarer Jeads the dia- 
mond queen, South should not and 
will not cover, inasmuch as he 
holds three guards to the king. 
If declarer: plays: the four spot on 
this trick, the next diamond lead 
will have to be won in his own hand 
and he cannot return to dummy 
for another finesse. If, on the lead 
of dummy’s diamond queen and 
South’s failure to. cover, declarer 
attempts to hold the lead in dummy
